Federal Law 

These weapons, all listed xi the mne-counl indictment, 
are all firearms and should have been registered with the 
National Firearms and Transfer Record established by Ihe 
1!)G8 National Firearms Act, said Ortega. 

"Our society is nut like that of 177(1 when one cmild nut 
out and grab his musket," said Ortega. "Today uur society is 
quite fragile. As you heard Mr. DePugh say on that tape, 25 
cents worth of imperial can do a great deal of damage and 
that is why Congress enacted the National Firearms Act," he 
added. 

By such distortions of the law in argument of counsel, 
convictions or American patriots are obtained in courts now 
so tightly packed that even President Nixon can't unpack 
them. 

One member of the U. S. Supreme Court retired from 
his seat on the court to serve as prosecutor in Ihe infamous 
Nurcmburg trials. Another, Diief Justice Earl Warren, now 
retired, digressed from his duty to serve as police in¬ 
vestigator and white-wash and conceal Ihe facts relevant to 
the murder of President John F. Kennedy. 

Warren now retired at an increased salary, apparently 
having failed in obtaining promotion to preside over a UN 
Court on Mb Scopus, is busy conducting secret lectures at 
George Washington University at Washington, D. C., which 
only the select few arc permitted to attend. 

The endless harassment of Robert B. DePwgh con¬ 
forms overall to standards of Justice established in Ihe

Re: United States vs. Robert 
Bolivar DePugh. 


Dear Mr. President: 


This respectfully directs your attention to a criminal case pending in the 
courts ot the United States, wherein, to me. it appears the principle of equal and 
exact justice to all is being disregarded. 

There are. Mr. President, collateral facts which tend to Indicate that Robert 
Bolivar Oe Puqh is being and has been persecuted In the courts of the United States 
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The brochures I enclose indicate the extreme laxity of the federal and other 
courts when confronted with situations in which communist-oriented criminals are 
defendants. So uniform have been federal court decisions evidencing leniency 
toward communists, careful students of American jurisprudence are lead to 
conclude that the avowed enemies of this Republic are favorites of the law. On the 
other hand, they arc justified in believing that "Extremists on the Right", to which 
class Robert Bolivar DcPugh belongs, arc treated with great severity. 

May I illustrate. Mr. President, by pointing out that in one case in a U. S. 
Court, when Manuel and l-ucille Miller, of Bethel, Vermont, interested themselves 
in exposing communist activity in the vicinity of their home. It was they and not (he 
communists who ended up as convicts, lfc was sent to the federal penitentiary for 
attempting to protect her from judicial abuse; she was convicted and sentenced, 
hu! put on probation on condition that she tend to her housework and thereafter 
write what the federal judge thought she should, since she had. as he finally con¬ 
cluded, a brilliant mind! 

Punishment to which Lucille Miller (who wrote well but not what a federal 
judge thought she should write) was subjected, included confinement for ob- 
ccrvation in an insane asylum to determine if she was competent to aid in her own 
defense. 

The maltreatment ot Lucille Miller and her husband, Manuel, at the hands of 
a federal judge, coincided with that to which General E{)win A. Walker of Dallas, 
Texas was subjected some years later. Walker was arrested on charges later 
found unwarranted. Excessive bail ($100,000.00) was fixed. Walker was denied 
opportunil y to make bail and the assistance of counsel. Like Lucille Miller, he, too, 
was committed on trumped-up hearsay and incompetent evidence for mental 
observation to determine whether he, also, was so bereft of reason he could not 
assist in his own defense. 

When Walker was being held in custody unjustly, illegally and in gross 
disregard of hts constitutional rights, Robert Bolivar Ot Pugh, who lived not too far 
from Springfield, as a private citizen interested himself In Walker's defense. 
DcPugh organized and lead pickets of private citizens in protest against such 
abuse of Walker by federal judges. 

Is it likely that with that the case, any can be found among them to give him 
a fair trial? When enemies of this Republic were boldly flaunting their flags at the 
base of the .Liberty Monument in Kansas City. Missouri, it was DePugh'a view that 
those who slaughter Americans in Vietnam, in Korea, and elsewhere all over the 
earth, should not be so honored by the administration at Washington. 

DePugh was also instrumental in thwarting a carefully laid propaganda 
scheme, the object ot which was to convert Liberty Monument on the plaza near 
Union Station in Kansas City from the purpose to which it was dedicated, and to 
make of it a sign and symbol ot a perpetual union between the United States and 
her enemies! 

I wTite suggesting that you direct the Department of Justice forthwith to 
dismiss alt proceedings against Robert Bolivar DcPugh on broad grounds ot public 
policy. 

No man should be prosecuted, penalized and harassed for trying to defend 
the United States of America in her hour of peril. 

II is presumptively impossible for Robert Bolivar DcPugh to have a fair and 
impartial trial in the courts of the United States as presently constituted. 

In this connection, may I rcspccltully point out that you, yourself, have 



Roxane, seven year old daughter of the 
imprisoned head of the American Minutemen, 

Robert Bolivar DePugh. Girls of this age and 
mothers like hers, Ramona, need the protection of 
men v/ilh weapons possibly more than when their 
forefathers wrote the Constitution. 

Federal judges who so jealously guard the 
rights of those who publish smut, commit rape or 
murder, and promote sedition appear to harbor 
grudges against Americanists like DePugh—and 
the Millers, the General Edwin A. Walkers and the 
Lt. Calleys! 

DePugh, himself a war veteran, and father of 
a U. S. Marine, is the author of "Blue Print For 
Victory", "Critique of Objectivism" and like 
scholarly discourses that offend the far left. 

DcPugh, recognizing that lawyers selected or appointed to represent him. 
will be acting under the overall direction ol some federal judge, has waived his 
right to assistance of counsel. This he was compelled lo do because the federal 
judges have decided that assistance of counsel as provided in the Sixth Amend¬ 
ment obliges one charged with crime cither to submit his case to the control ot his 
attorney or forego legal assistance entirely. 

The charge against DcPugh which will be before the court In the State of 
NewMexico, involves the constitutional right of the people to keep and bear arms 
in their own defense. It cannot be demonstra;. . that a single human life or con¬ 
stitutional right has been infringed, threatened, or damaged by anything DePugh 
has done. It may well be that he is an "extremist on the right" in the strictest 
sense. 

This nation needs more like him. If we had, our leaders might not be vainly 
and in secret suing for peace in Paris, Helsinki and Vienna, from those who en¬ 
slave, torture and murder our sons in Vietnam and Cambodia and mock us in 
Cuba, New York and Washington, and in our own courts as well. 

Toward communists. Mr. President, the federal courts have extended great 
leniency. They arc held not answerable for an intent to overthrow the U. S. 
government. Should then a loyal U. S. citizen, Mr. President, be answerable for an 
intent and effort however unorthodox to defend the U. S. Government?

You are, beyond doubt, mindful of the circumstance that every Judge on the 
federal bench is beholden to Abe Fortas and to his Ingenuity as personal consultant 
for a substantial increase in salary.

The purpose of the proceeding was to frighten and to In¬ 
timidate both the boy and his parents. They, too. had been the objects of Judicial 
abuse. 

Every federal judge in every case I mention has gone unccnsured and un¬ 
punished.

Many of you have received letters from the so-called ‘reorganized Minulemcn' and have been sent 
report forms to fill out and send into new addresses. You have been told the Norbornc office is no 
longer functioning and those who work there arc pimps and dupes. 

The reprinted letter will show clearly how the Norbome office felt about Jesse Stephens. This 
man decided to take over the organization in spite of any opposition we gave him. He admits using 
all of Mr. DePugh’s material but has trampled on Mr. DePugh for poor security and cast him aside 
like a rotten apple.

‘1. Full understanding, agreement, nnd willingness to kill human or animal when it is absolute¬ 
ly necessary to protect the organization, or its projects. 

2. To be willing and prepared, menially, to undergo torture and pain if captured in order not to 
reveal classified information to the enemy. 

'3. Female members of the underground, should be prepared to use their bodies when and if the 
neoil should come to withhold any and nil classified infoimaiion or to use ihe sexual methods to 
ublain information from the enemy when it is urgently important. 

4. 13c prepared to withstand extreme levels of hunger, pain, cold, hunt or any types of physical 
exertion, nnd-or physical and mental stresses of all kinds. 

5. Be prepared to give up personal freedom, families, homes, or all material possessions and 
even your lives if it should ever become necessary. 

"6. To forfeit ones' own life by suicide, in order to withstand painful torture, in order to keep 
classified information from falling inlo the hands of the enemy. 

7. lie prepared lo kill members of ones own family lo prevent them from being tortured, raped, 
beaten, or mislreated ia any way for an extended period or time. 

8. Women members, not mnivied. and women having lost their husbands in ihe resistance move 
meal, should lie willing and prepared to give llu- needed sexual relief to those members of their le- 
sislanee itelwoiks, that do not have wives with them, or that have Yon finned female partners.

DcPugh’s Minutemen have been called kooks, gun nuts, radicals, but these psychological require¬ 
ments quoted can only attract membership whose activities can only result in the ridiculous or sheer 
madness. 

\Yc quote also from a letter of December 17, 1970: ‘We shall dissent legally, and if we are not 
heard, ihen we shall help the dissenters from the New Left gain their goal.’ What docs this mean to an 
American patriot? Does one suddenly desert his stand and join the opposition? There is only one path 
for the American patriot and that is to stick to his principles. 

You will note in the printed material that Jesse refers to white supremacy. The race issue has never 
been one of the basic tenets of the Minutemen organization. The main objective is to oppose communism. 

In literature put out by the DePugh Minutemen, members have been advised not to participate in riots be¬ 
cause this is what the communists want to promote. It has also been written that the colored are being used 
by the communists lo promote trouble, (see On Target, June 1, 1964.) 

In all of the ‘Reorganized Minutemen’ material there is a note of belligerence, and if followed, will 
certainly promote the trouble that is needed in the country for a complete dictatorial government takeover. 
Think about this. 

Quoting again from one of the reprinted articles: ‘When the communists come, he (Jesse) predicted, our 
families will be left behind and we will head for the hills. . . .we will never surrender.’ These men may 
head for the hills but the communists may well take over the cities and stay there. Heading for the hills 
under these circumstances would not indicate anything patriotic or valorous. 

These are difficult limes. Americans are frustrated and bewildered. It is very important that you know 
your friends and more so, that you understand yourself. Naturally, patriots like to congregate but in doing 
so, they must be sure they associate with groups who are really trying to uphold our American heritage and 
are not fomenting more disorder than there already is. 

The only way this country will survive is through the steadfastness of honest, hard working men and 
women; stable and logical citizens that are trustworthy to uphold our American way of life in a rational and 
commendable way no matter what the odds. 

Many of you may wonder at this point why we did not come out more strongly in opposition to Jesse 
Stephens and his movement. These men cannot be stopped; besides Stephens is only a part of a plan to take 
over the entire organization.

A man who identified 
himself as the East Coast 
spokesman for the right- 
wine Mlnuteman organiza- 
Uon called a press confer¬ 
ence yesterday to announce 
that the paramilitary group 
has reorganired under new 
leadership. 

Ceorge VanN'ess, 16. of 
Hyattsville, declared that 
the Minutemcn will now be 
Independent of their Jailed 
former leader, Robert B. 
DePugh. and it wilt be an 
avowedly white supremacist 
organiration. 

VanNess said he would be 
th e “lia ison between the or¬ 
ganization, which he said 
will remain "underground." 
and the public. Under De- 
Pugh. he said, the organiza¬ 
tion had been "too under¬ 
cover." 

The press conference was 
held at a Hot Shoppes Res¬ 
taurant in the White Oak 
section of Montgomery 
County. 

VanN'ess said he had in¬ 
vited the American Legion, 
the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and the Marine Corps 
tq attend. But besides Van- 
Ness and two reporters, the 
only parlies attracted to the 
press conference were twu 
men, one of whom later 
identified liimsell to report¬ 
ers as an FBI agent 

Unnoticed by VanN’ess, 


the two sat behind him at a 
nearby table in the restau¬ 
rant, occasionally craning 
their necks In an apparent 
effort to overhear. • 

’Sort of a Shock' 

Queried by a reporter 
after VanN’ess departed, one 
of the men acknowledged he 
was an FBI agent. 

”11 was sort of a shock to 
us," the agent said. "They've 
been inaetlve locally. 

"Wc found out about the 
conference from a UPI 
fUnitcd Press International) 
wire,” the agent said. He 
said that silting nearby was 
"the only way wc can pro¬ 
vide coverage on sh ett 
notice.” 

The purpose of the press 
conference apparently was 
to begin a new registration 
drive. VanNess said, "We 
need the publicity." 

The avowed goal of the 
Minutcmen, who model 
themselves on the Revolu¬ 
tionary War organization, is 
to prevent a Communist 
takeover of the United 
States. VanN'ess said the 
group is pieparing for 
"what has happened to 
Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, 
Hungary.” 

The group has formed 
paramilitary units, which go 
on occasional "maneuvers” 
and have been Involved in a 
number of Incidents, both 
eomic and tragic, In recent 
years. 

VanNess said that about 
87 per cent of the Minute- 
men are ex-Marlncs who 
^served in World War II, He 
claimed that the group pos¬ 
sesses ammunition, two mo¬ 
bile field hospitals, four 
communications vehicles 
and a government-surplus 
IBM machine for on "intelli¬ 
gence network." 

Paramilitary maneuvers, 
he said, take place “In the 
mountains.” 

The long-time Mlnuteman 
leader, DePugh. nn Industri¬ 
alist from Norborne. Mo., 
was arrested by the FBI in 
July, I!)C9, and is serving a 
federal sentence for viola¬ 
tions of the federal firearms 
act nnd bund default. 


Mmulvinan nrliviliiK bavi- 
been "greatly reduced" 
since Dci'ugh's arrest. He 
estimated the group’s na¬ 
tional membership at no 
more than 200 persons. 

"Hoover has sold himself 
out to the Anti-Defamation 
League," VanN'ess claimed 
ycslcrday. The ADL is a 
group that combats anti- 
Semitism. 

According lo VanN'ess. 
about 100 Minutemcn from 
throughout the country met 
in the Chicago area on Dee. 
12 and 13 to reorganize the 
group. 

A flyer with an Elgin, 111, 
post office address, which 
VanNess gave to reporters 
yesterday, claims that De¬ 
Pugh Is no longer capable of 
running the group. 

VanN'ess said the new 
leadership has taken charge 
of files containing lists of 
163.000 Minulentan members 
and will operate without a 
leader or national headqua™ 
ters.
